The latest invention in coffins is a 
glass casket, which, among other ad-1 
vantages, will relieve the fears of those 
whose minds constantly revert to being 
buried alive. 
By this coffin the mourn* j 
ers will be able to detect the slightest 
movement of the corpse through the, 
tnu bparcnt walla 
j 
While there is something poetic in the 
idea of being laid to rest in a block 0/ 
crystal, sentiment did not enter the in­ 
ventor's mind. 
Why a coffin should be 
made of glass is a question which at first j 
puzzles those who have not made a study 
of the subject. 
The reasons are nev­ 
ertheless important from a hygienic 
standpoint. Probably the first advantage 
that will commend them to the public 
at large is the fact that they are cheaper 
than the modem metallic or wooden 
caskets. What will interest the board of 
health is that their adoption, it is claim­ 
ed, will be a source of protection to 
communities in case of epidemics. 
Be­ 
ing hermetically sealed, they will pre­ 
vent the escape of any germs which 
might generate disease in the systems of 
these coming in contact with the corpse. 
Mourners w J 1 not be debarred from 
gazing at the features and form of the 
d< ceased when a malignant fever carries 
them off. 
Although resembling the metallic or 
wooden casket in shape, the glass cofliu 
is radically different i*r every other re­ 
spect. Not only is it made of glass, but 
an inmolded network of wire re-en­ 
forces the strength of the sides and top. 
The glass employed in the construction 
of the caskets will be of the heavy plate 
description, which, when carefully join­ 
ed in compact form, will prove fully as 
strong as the wooden article nowin uso 
The method of manufacture iB the same 
as that employed in a plate glass factory, 
the edges being beveled by the same 
process used in manufacturing pressed 
glass imitations of cut glass articles, 
i 
By the insertion of the wire woven 
frame the glass sides will be greatly 
strengthened. This feature will bo easily 
accomplished, the netting being dipped 
into the molten glass and cast with it 
in the molds. When the various lengths 
have been turned out, the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled and all is ready for 
the completion of the coffin.

body has been placed in the receptacle 
the interstices are closed with wat< r

TOO MANY SPARROWS. 


The English H lnl Is Not Kven a W arorlte 1» 
His Own Horn« 
It appears that the detested English 
sptnrow is by im means a general favor­ 
ite in his own home across the water, 
where his habits have been more care­ 
fully noted. 
In the course of his paper on “ Wild 
Birds, Useful and Injurious,” in th« 
Royal Agricultural society’s journal, 
Mr. O. F. Archibald says: “ The sparrow 
received an ov* rflowing measure of 
abuse from farmers and gardeners, and, 
notwithstanding all that has been urged 
in its favor by enthusiastic advocate* 
there can be little doubt that it deserves 
a large share of the vituperation be­ 
stowed upon i t. The keynote tb the spar­ 
row’s character is to be found in the 
delusion under which it labors that 
corn growing is carried on for its es­ 
pecial benefit. Grain is undoubtedly the 
mainstay of the sparrow. 
This it ob­ 
tains in the fields at seedtime, when 
sprouting, in the unripe, milky condi­ 
tion, and when fully matured. 
At this 
last named period a quantity of grain is 
wasted by being shaken out on the 
ground by the birds, in addition to the 
amount actually consumed. 
At this 
time, too, numbers of sparrows which 
live for the greater part of the year in 
towns are tempted to visit the field, 
their grimy appearance proclaiming 
their usual haunts. 
“ In gardens tho sparrow finds full 
scope for its destructive propensities in 
devouring peas, of which it is very fond, 
as well as a few gooseberries and cher­ 
ries. In the most mischievous way, too, 
it pulls to pieces the flowers of the 
crocus, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus, 
faepatica, heartsease, wistaria, the shoots 
of pinks and carnations, One pods of the 
laburnum and the blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable damage 
to beds of young radishes and lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass seeds 
iown on lawns.

Tile latest invention in coffins is a 
glass casket, which, among other ad* j 
vantages, will relieve the fears of those 
whose minds constantly rev* rt to being 
burh d alive, By this coffin the mourn- j 
ors will be able to detect the slightest | 
movement of the corpse through the, 
transparent walla 
j 
While there is something poetic in the . 
idea of Tieing laid to rest in a block of 
crystal, sentiment did not enter the in­ 
ventor’s mind. Why a coffin should, be j 
made of glass is a question w hich at first j 
puzzles those who have not made a study J 
of tin1 subject. 
Tho reasons are uey* j 
ortho loss important from a hygienic 
standpoint. Probably the first advent age * 
that will commend them to the public 
at large is the fact that they are cheaper > 
than the modern metallic or wooden 
caskets. What will interest the board of 
health is that their adoption, it is claim­ 
ed, will Im* a source of protection to 
communities in case of epidemics. Be­ 
ing hermetically scaled, they will pre­ 
vent the ( scape of any germs which 
might generate disease in the systems of 
these coming in contact with the corpse.

Although resembling tho metallic or 
woode n casket in shape, the glass eofhu 
is radically different in every other re- 
Kp«*»t 
Not only is it made of glass, but 
an inmolded network of wire re-en- 
farces flit strength of the sides and top. 
The glass employed in the construction 
of the caskets will bt1 of the heavy plate 
description, which, when carefully join­ 
ed in compact form, will prove fully as 
strong as the wooden article nowin use 
The method of manufacture is the same 
as that employed in a plate glass factory, 
the edges being beveled by the same 
process used rn manufacturing pressed 
glass imitations of cut glass articles. 
By the insertion of the wire woven 
frame the glass sides will be greatly 
strengthened. This feature will be easily 
accomplished, the netting being dipped 
into tilt molten glass and cast with it 
in the molds. When the various lengths 
have been turned out, the edges are ac­ 
curately beveled aud all is ready for 
the completion of the coffin. 
After the 
body has been placed in the receptacle 
the interstices are closed with acater 
proof cement, and the remains will be 
kept intact for years, long afb r tho 
death of those who have lowered the 
cask't to its last resting place.—New 
York Journal.

It appears that the detested English 
flfjerrow is by u t means a goueral favor­ 
ite in his ov u home across the water, 
where bis habits have been more care­ 
fully noted. 
in the course of his papar on “ Wild 
Birds, Useful and Injurious,” in the 
Royal Agricultural society’s journal, 
Mr, (I F. Archibald says: “ The sparrow 
Stas received an overflowing measure of 
abuse from farmers and gardeners, and, 
notwithstanding all that hasbeen urged 
in Its favor by enthusi;istio advocates^ | 
there can Ire little doubt that it deserve* 
a largo share of the vituperation be­ 
stowed upon i t. The keynote ft) the spar­ 
row’s character is to be found in the 
delusion under which it labors that 
oorn growing is carried on for its es­ 
pecial benefit. Grain is undoubtedly the 
mainstay of the sparrow. 
This it ob­ 
tains in the fields at seedtime, wheu 
sprouting, in the unripe, milky condi­ 
tion, and when fully matured. 
At this 
last named period a quantity of grain is 
wasted by being shaken out on the 
ground by the birds, in addition to the 
amount actually consumed. 
At this 
time, too, numbers of sparrows which 
live for the greater part of the year in 
towns are tempted to visit the field, 
their grimy appearance •proclaiminf 
their usual haunts. 
“ In gardens the sparrow finds full 
scope for its destructive propensities in 
devouring peas, of whioh it is very fond, 
as well as a few gooseberries mid cher­ 
ries. In the most mischievous way, too, 
it pulls to pieoes th© flowers of the 
crocus, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus, 
hepatica, heartsease, wistaria, the shoots 
of pinks and carnations, the pods of the 
laburnum and the blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable damage 
to beds of young radishes and lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass seods 
•own on lawns. 
On the other hail 
it 
most be freely admitted that the spar­ 
row does a great deal of good. 
“ Among the pests destroyed by the 
nparrows are wireworms, daddy long* 
legs, weevils from peas and beans, 
aphides, caterpillars of various kinds, 
houseflies, ‘blue beetles, * ‘black beetles’ 
and white butterflies. In some district* 
choviss, otherwise known as Maybugs, 
occasionally do immense damage, and 
at such times sparrows have been soon 
with their months crammed full of 
them. The quality of weed seeds which 
the sparrow eats must also be placed to 
its credit, for in this way is helps to 
suppress such objectionable plants as 
charlock, oorn bind weed, goosefoot, 
knotgrass, buttercup, dandelion, chick- 
weed aud dock ”
